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N the 23d of April ( St. George's 

Day ) wediſcover'd a great Bo- 

dy of Foot, about a mile from 

the Town; which we imagin'd 

to be the Van of the ' Enemy's Army; but 

they preſently wheeled to the Northward ; 

and ſetled before the Caſtle of K:lmore , 

which they foriouſly Attacked for the ſpace 

of Three Hours ; and at laſt ( the VValls 

being old and ruinous, and the place not te- 

nable ) the Gariſon yielded upon Articles, 

which were not well obſerved. They Poſt- 

ed there 500 men, and immediately march. 

ed to join the Body of the Army, about 
Four miles from Derry. 

On the 24th our Scouts diſcovered the 
whole Army under march in three Lines 
towards the Town. They judged them 
about Forty Battalions of Foot, and Ten 
Squadrons of Horſe. 

About Three of the Clock that Day, the 
whole Army came up within a mile of our 
Walls; lying in length from the River to 
the litcle Hill of Ferrick: All that Day, and 
the 25th, they were buſied in ſetling their 
Quarters. 

On the 26:4 they drew a Line of Contra- 
vallation from the River to the Hill. 

On the 27:6 their Line was finiſhed. 

On the 2 8:h they advanced with a Body 
of 400 Horſe within Muſquet ſhot of the 
place, to view the Ground, upon whom we 
ſallied with a thouſand men, Horſe and 
Foot: the Diſpyte was ſharp for the ſpace 
of half an hour: the Enemy loſt the Lieute- 
nant-General Mamoone, two Collonels , 
ſix Captains, eight Lieutenants, and about 


worked very hard, and made fi 


ſixty Muſqueteers ; but a great body of 
the Enemies Horſe coming to ſuſtain their 
Party, we drew off under the Fire of the 
VValls: VVe loft about 100 Souldiers, and 
an excellent Officer, Collonel Marlin, two 
Captains, and four Lientenants. | 
On the apth, about Eleven at Night, Ma- 
jor-· General Loci, with Eight Battalions, 
advanced within 200 Paces of the place, 
we firing very furiouſly upon them, and 
they at us. About Two in the Morning 
we perceived the Enemy were covered in 
the Ground, and having made a large 
Lodgement on the 3zoth at Night, they 
e mall fire ; 
ſo they advanced the main Attack that Night

On the 7th. at Night we Sallied with 
700 Men; but finding the Ground levell'd, 
under which we befare were ſhelter Ad, aſter 
an Hour, having in yain attempted to force 
the Enemies Trenches, we retired to the 


Town. 
On the 8th the Enemy advanced their 


Attacques within 'Ten Paces of the Ditch ; 
we continually firing on them from the 
VValls.

at our approach, we received three diſ- 
charges from their Trenches; but Collo- 
nel Walker gave order that no Man ſhould 
fire a Gun, till we came within half Pi- 
ſtol-ſhat of the Trenches; when doubling 
our Ranks, we poured in Upon them chree 
Vollics of Shot, at which they began to 
ſhrink ; but their Officers again putting 
them in order, they ſuſtained our fire for 
half an hour, after which they began to 
retire, but in good Order; and marching 
crofs the Front of the Batterry, joyned 
the Attack on the ſide of the Water- gate. 
Ve found difficulty to croſs the Enemies 
Trenches, in which time the Guns of the 
Battery being turned againſt us, made 
Three Diſcharges with Great and Small 
Shot, and cauſed great Slaughter amongft 
our men; but having paſſed the Trenches, 
we carried the Battery without Reſiſtance; 
and ſo Marched to Attacque the Enemy on 
the — 1 ——— found 
them very ſtrong, diſputed every Foot 
of Ground wich great Courage and Con- 
duct; but after an Hours Firing very hotly 
on both ſides, they marched in good order 
down their Trenches towards their Camp, 
firing upon us as they went, and we on 
them, and left us Maſters of their Trenches, 
Cannon and Battery. VVe ſtood under 
Arms till Three in the Morning, when 
ſending forth Scouts, they diſcovered the 
Enemies were drawn up in Battalia, in 
Five great Bodies along their Line. An 
Hour after we ſent again, to diſcover their 
Pofture ; and they brought us word, "Thar 
they perceived their Carriages were march- 
ing off: VVe called a Council, VVhether it 
were convenient to follow them; but con- 
ſidering that our men were extreamly tired, 
we thought it fitter to remain quiet, and 
deſend the Poſts we had gained, than ha- 
zard our Men upon ſo dangerous an Enter- 
prize: About Three in the Afternoon, 
their whole Army diſappeared, being with- 
drawn Four Miles from the Town. VVe 
loſt 500 men, and. nigh 1200 wounded ; 
we found of the Enemies 4000 dead in 
the Trenches. VVe are now filling the 
Trenches, and ruinating their VVorks. 
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
